W ashington, Jan. 19 
As explain­ 
ed before in these articles, the opera­ 
tions of the Farm Loan Act are dlvid 
ed into two main classes 
a money 
assembling agency and a money lend­ 
ing agency. 
The governm ent puts 
the first nest-egg into the farm loan 
plan by buying the original capital 
stock of the twelve 
Federal 
Land 
Banks if necessary. 
When this has­ 
been loaned and farm mortgages tak­ 
en in return for the money loaned, 
the Federal Land Hanks may issue 
bonds against these mortgages. 
These bonds will be among th* 
niost attractive securities ever offered 
to American investors. 
As explained 
before, farmers are permitted to bor 
row only up to 50 per cent of the 
value of their land. 
This means that 
every dollar's worih of bonds issued 
represents $2.00 
worth of land a* 
security. 
The fact that «ach Feder­ 
al Lund hank guarantees the bond) 
of all tho other hanks also pills be­ 
hind these bonds as security the nim 
million dollars original capital stock 
of the hanks and their required stir 
pius earnings, plus tho required an 
nual deduction of the mortgage loan 
Besides this, the security constant 1> 
increases proportionately by reason 
of the constantly increasing capital 
contributed by th** Farm Istau associ­ 
ation. 
So the Investment end of the Farm 
Loan Aet la fully aa important as th* 
money-lending end. because it creates 
for the benefit of small and largo in ­ 
vestors a security backed by pooled 
first mortgaged on farm lands, th* 
proceeds being used to increase the 
productive power, ami enhance th* 
value of these mortgage* lauds. 
Since the rate of interest to th* 
farmer depends upon the rate of In­ 
terest at which these bonds will sell, 
congress went the limit to nmke these 
bonds attractive so they would sell 
at a low interest rat**. 
The bonds 
are exempt from all form of taxation. 
The government will not even collect 
any income tax upon them. No state 
or municipality may tax them for 
any purpose. 
In order to make these bonds ap 
peal to investors of all clan*'# they 
are issued In denomination* of from 
$25 to $1000. 
In order to protect them against 
counterfeiting they are Issued by the 
Fnlted States government bureau of 
engraving and printing and are pro­ 
tected from counterfeiters 
by 
the 
whole force of the United Stat** se­ 
cret service. 
Heretofore it has been practically 
impossible for th*! small lnv«slor to 
buy real estate securities. 
A man or 
woman 
who 
w ant'd 
to buy 
$ 1 0 0 
worth of farm securities was not abl* 
to find a farm mortgage of Just that 
size. 
In addition, the inventor would not 
buy such a mortgage without inspect 
Ing the security. 
The cost and Hie 
bother were barriers which made it 
almost Impossible for the nnall In 
vector to get first mortgage securities 


Hereafter It will he possible for 
any investor who wants to buy farm 
securities from $25 up merely to ap 
ply for a Federal Farm Loan bond 
of the denomination desired. 


The Investor will know that this 
bond was issued under government 
supervision and that the bond was 
issued under government regulation.
